Again has the voice of death been heard in the 
halls of legislation, insomuch that senators may 
well ask, wherefore contendest thou with us? The 
new victim of death is Senator Pennybacker, late 
of Virginia, a man in the prime of life, being only 
forty-one years old, of a broad and robust frame, 
and apparently destined to a length of years. Sen- 
ator P. was from that part of Virginia commonly 
called “ The Valley,” that is the valley of the 
“ Blue Ridge,” a fine fertile country, the garden 
of the State, and but slightly affected with the 
evils of slavery. That upper country of Virginia 
is in some paris settled by the descendants of the 
German or Dutch, from among whom this senator 
came. He had occupied a seat on the bench, and 
was considered a man of mature intellect and con- 
siderable promise, though never destined to the 
| highest rank of public men. His funeral was at- 
tended on Wednesday in the Senate Chamber, all 
legislation, judicial duties, and executive employ- 
ments being suspended for the day, to listen to

beyond the present scene of action. Mr. 
Sprole preached a plain, practical sermon at the 
Capitol, on the Sabbath, from the text, “ How shall 
we escape, if we neglect so great a salvation?”
